Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-27, 29-36 and 39 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claim 1 is allowed because the art of record, considered alone or in combination, neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious a bailing apparatus comprising: an intermediate point between 
the first end and the second end of each of the conveyors being arranged to form a pinch region 
where the two conveyors are close to one another, .. means are provided for gathering material 
falling outside of the entry region to re- incorporate such material, and wherein the means for 
gathering material comprise an outer skin positioned toward a return side of each of the 
conveyors away from a baling side, the outer skin being arranged such that when the bale is near 
a maximum size, the conveyor is arranged to pick up such material trapped between it and the 
outer skin and transport this material toward the pinch region, in combination with the rest of the 
claimed limitations.
